N azis Propose

German military spokesmen ac 
knowledged last night that they 
had lost hope of occupying all of 
Stalingrad by storm, and while 
Soviet reports continued to tell of 
ferocious tank and infantry fight- 
ing in one factory outskirt, the 
Nazis intimated their shock troops 
soon would be spared and heavy 
artillery depended upon to lay 
waste to the city. 

Moscow’s midnight communique 
said the Germans had lost four 
infantry battalions and 16 bout of 
50 tanks in occupying two streets 
of the factory district. 


However, these particulars con- 
tained in Soviet communiques fre- 
quently are hours and even days 
behind actual developments. 


Prussiah Troops Diverted. 


The Germans, who had strength- 
ened their embryo winter line 
across the steppe northwest of 
Stalingrad with elite Prussian 
troops diverted from the city area, 
apparently were making a grcat 
effort to weaken the force of the 
Soviet relief offensive against this 
flank. 


In some sectors they were coun- 
terattacking against the Red relief 
armies, Moscow said. 

The curious German announce- 
ments, coming at the end of 45 
days of battle at shocking cost in 
men and machines, were inter- 
preted by. some London military 
men as meaning that Hitler was 
preparing for winter and that his 
plans might cover the possible 
eventual withdrawal from all the 
city area. 

First Phase Over. 

By their own language, the Ger- 
mans conceded that the first gréat 
phase of the battle was over. 

_The Germans gave general radio 
circulation to their plan for level- 
ing the fortified factories of Stal- 
ingrad after they have occupied 
“strategic” sections, identified as 
the “heart” of the city and pene 
tration up to the Volga. 

“The fight for Stalingrad has 
changed,” the broadcasts began. 
They went on to say that “after 
the actual (strategic) objective has 
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to sea.

Expenditures for Other

Old-age pension allotments in 
Georgia have been increased more 
than $250,000 for the last quarter 
of 1942 as against the ‘third quar- 
ter and $676,228 over. the same 
quarter a year Ago, according to 
budgets approved yesterday by 
Governor Talmadge. 

The allotment for the three 
months which started October 1 


was $2,500,000. The allotment for 
the three months starting July 1 
was $2,235,906 and the allotment 
for the last quarter of 1941 was 
$1,823,772. 

Expenditures approved for all 
departments, except the highway 
and education departments, totaled 
$4,083,814 for the current quarter 
“compared to $3,360,743 in the cor- 
responding quarter last year and 
$3,704,348 in the previous quarter. 

State Auditor B. E. Thrasher Jr., 
in announcing the figures, said the 
total would have been less than 
last yedr except for the increase 
provided for pension payments. 
Early last month the Governor di- 
rected the Welfare Department to 
expand the pension rolls by adding 
all eligible persons who had appli- 
cations pending on June 30.

While Moore’s tank was under 
siege, Private Kenneth Koon, of 
Summitville, Ind., was some dis- 
tance away sniping at the attack- 
ers. Private Koon, also among the 
wounded here, was an eyewitness 
to the entire action, and is cred- 
ited with picking off more than 
30 of the Japs. This is his story: 

“Somehow I had gotten ahead 
of my platoon and was forced to 
take cover by snipers. Up ahead 
was a bomb shelter and beyond it 
a Jap pill box. I saw a Marine 
Corps tank coming lumbering up 
from the beach, heading for the 
pill box, and at the same time a 
howling herd of Japs came pour- 
ing out of the bomb shelter. 

“They threw a brace in the 
whéels and stopped the tank and 
then swarmed all over it. During 
this time I was banging away with 
my rifle and several times, I am 
convinced, I got two Japs with one | 
shot. They were so intent upon | 
getting the guys in the tank that 
they didn‘t notice their men going | 
down. 

“Dead or Supermen,” 

“IT could see one Jap on top of| 
the tank with a pitchfork, jam- 
ming it down the turret and trying 
to get at the Marines inside, Sev- 
eral others were brandishing long 
knives, but they didn’t seem to 
be getting to first base. Finally 
one of them threw a land grenade 
into the tank. I figured the Ma- 
rines were down after that, since 
there was a pretty big explosion, 
but I kept firing and they kept 
dropping. 

“They still couldn't get inside, 
since the men were evidently 
alive, so they got some gasoline, 
threw it on the tank and set fire to 
it. The tank started burning, and 
throwing up big clouds of smoke, 
and I was wondering whether the | 
guys inside were dead or super- 
men.

“T saw one of them come out, 
and they promptly shot him.

Note of New Unity 

“The democratic state convention, held at 
Macon, revealed a new note of unity in Georgia 
affairs that promises well for the future. Every 
speaker indicated by his words strong ground 
for hope that the political factionalism which 
has done so much harm to the state in the past 
may today be definitely a thing of the past only, 
not a condition of the present nor a threat for 
the future. 

It was, of course, in reference to the war 
and the national struggle for victory that the 
atmosphere of unity was most pronounced. 
Georgians, as all other Americans, realize this 
nation cannot fight such a war as it now faces 
with any rifts along its national front. Neither 
sectional, political, racial, class nor religious 
factidnalism can be permitted to weaken, by 
one iota, the united front we must present to 
the enemy. 

Georgia, at Macon, definitely aligned her- 
self and all her people in the forefront of the 
fight against slavery and Georgia, through the 
difficult months to come, will hold that align- 
ment true, as a single soul striving to but one 


end. 
Perhaps based upon this determination to 


national unity there was, too, a sense of state- 
wide unity in the coming effort to remedy 
those evils which have grown to such strangling 
proportions in recent years. The program 
‘facing the Arnall administration calls for defi- 
nite action on various lines. Definite action 
which no man who loves his state can disap- 
prove. 

First must come restoration of the accredit- 
ed standing of the University System and re- 
forms which will make it never again possible 
for political interference to hamstring the edu- 
cational freedom of all its institutions. 

There must be reform of the pardon and 
parole system, retaining a just and humane 
method for merciful treatment of the state’s 
prisoners, yet rendering impossible any return 
to the disgracefqil pardon racket of recent years.

That duty 
is summed up*m the one word “unity” both for 
the winning of the war and the regeneration 
of the state. 

There was encouraging assurance, in the 
atmosphere and temperament of the Macon 
convention, that that unity is on.the highroad 
to achievement.

Georgia Editors Say: 


TRYING TO NOSE OUT COTTON 
(From The Moultrie Observer.) 

President Oscar Johnson of the National Cot- 
ton Council thinks he smells something. It smells 
like an effort on the part of the rayon producers 
of America to take advantage of the war to grab 
off some of the business that has been going to 
cotton in the past. This war, like World War 
No. 1, has a plenty of this sort of business. In- 
dustry wants to win the war but the thing it 
wants first is to win more business and to have 
things just right to go to town when the war is 
over. The War Production Board is accused of 
leaning towards the rayon people. Mr. Johnson 
points out that WPB already has put into effect 
a program that doubled the output of rayon tire 
cord and now proposes to quadruple that output. 

When challenged, WPB contended that it was 
being done on the basis that rayon cord, being 
thinner than cotton cord, would save rubber. The 
cotton mills promptly produced a thinner cotton 
cord and tests showed that it would save equally 
as much rubber. Then the WPB contended that 
performance of the thinner cotton cord was ques- 
tionable. Tests were made that proved the cotton 
cord just as serviceable as the rayon cord. The 
last question raised was that synthetic rubber 
generates more heat than natural rubber and that 
rayon might be necessary on this ground. Pre- 
liminary tests have indicated that this contention 
is just as fallacious as the two that preceded it. 
It looks like an effort to transfer the business 
from the cotton mills to the rayon mills without 
giving cotton a chance to prove its value, The 
rayon mills, not being able with present plant 
equipment to produce the tire cord, would need 
priorities for steel. The cotton mills have the 
plant equipment already. We trust that Mr. 
Johnson will smoke out the real person who is 
turning this trick and we have no doubt that 
he will do it in the end. It looks like another 
one of those things. ) 


WASHINGTON PARADE 


By GLADSTONE WILLIAMS. 
PRESIDENTIAL RIGHTS WASHINGTON, Oct. 8.—Before 


the discussion is closed on the 
President’s recent transcontinental inspection trip, it is pertinent 
to add a few remarks on the score of his right to engage in poli- 
tics, war or no war. 

All of the hullabaloo raised over the trip seems to have had its 

* origin in this question. The Republicans, seek- 
ing an lissue on which they could upset the 
present Democratic control of congress, sought 
to make it appear that the journey was a 
political junket, designed to influence the 
voters on the eve of the November elections. 

Anticipating the G. O. P. move, Mr. Roose- 
velt is credited with outsmarting his opponents 
by clamping down a censorship on his move- 
ments during the trip, thus effectively scotch- 
ing any charge that he was on a political mis- 
sion. Nevertheless, the charge has been made, 
somewhat weakly but loudly. 

Most of the complaints about the censor- 
ship stem from this source. The Republicans, 
disappointed that the President did not lend 
himself to their: political plans, worked them- 
selves into a lather over the censorship. An 
effort was made to build a case out of the 
right of the public to be kept informed on the 

chief executive’s goings and comings, whether it invovled a war 
mission or not. 

War or no war, the government of the United States is still a 
political institution. It is a matter of major importance to the 
chief executive, be he a Democrat or a Republican, that the con- 
trol of congress rests with his own political party. Regardless of 
the patriotism of the opposition, it contributes something to the 
smooth operation of government for the executive and legislative 
branches to be affiliated wtih the same political party. Otherwise, 
schisms are bound to arise, creating turmoil and strife in the con- 
tinual compromises that have to be effected. 


IMPORTANT CONTROL Hence there can be no question 
of the right of the President to 


engage in politics if he is interested in maintaining his control over 
government. It would seem to be all the more important that he 
maintain this control during times of war, when much more de- 
pends on the proper functioning of government. 

Suppose that 1942 were a presidential election year and that 
Mr. Roosevelt had been renominated by his party. Could anyone 
argue that simply because he was President he had no right to go 
out and campaign in behalf of his election? The answer is ob- 
viously no. Any other course wouldn’t make sense. 

That being true, it should be equally apparent that Mr. Roose- 
velt has a perfect right to take an active part in the congressional 
campaign, if he chooses to do so. Certainly it would seem to be 
foolish on his part to stand by silently and see the Republicans 
take away control of congress if he thought he could prevent it 
by raising his voice in an appeal for support from the people. 


APPEAL UNNECESSARY Mtr. Roosevelt has not made such 


an appeal, probably for the reason 
that he considers it unnecessary. On the basis of the present out- 
look, the Republicans, while scheduled to make some gains, don’t 
seem to have a ghost of a show to capture control. of the house. 
The senate, because only a third of its membership is up for elec- 
tion this year, is not in dispute. 

Mr. Roqgsevelt may also feel that, in view of the war emer- 
gency, it is in the best interest of nationat unity that he refrain 
from active participation in the campaign. The only deviation he 
has made to this course was in the New York governorship fight, 
where he expressed a preference for the Democratic candidacy of 
Senator James M. Mead, only to see him defeated by the favorite 
of former Postmaster General James A. Farley. 

But that was in tne President’s home state. No one could very 
well deny him a right to be interested in New York affairs. 

In seeking to raise a false issue 


SEEKING FALSE ISSUE 
over presidential participation in 


the congressional campaign, the Republicans are undoubtedly hark- 
ing back to 1918, when President Wilson lost control of congress 
after. making an appeal to the country for the election of Demo- 
crats. Somehow, the loss of that election has been attributed to 
Mr. Wilson’s appeal. %. 

The chances are, however, that if the former Democratic war 
President had never opened his mouth, the election would have 
gone the samé way anyway. Two years before the Democrats had 
won by the narrowest kind of a margin, and it only required a 
turnover in a small number of seats to upset the party’s control. 

Mr. Roosevelt is not only free to do as he pleases about the 
campaign, but in a sense he owes a duty to his party to see that 
Democratic control is maintained of congréss for the duration of 
his term. Toa certain extent, he has a similar duty to the country.

It is to be hoped 
the state may be spared any contest; the law being so plain and 
the party’s delegates having spoken so plainly—and so popularly. 


SUPREME COURT CHOICE There also was considerable 


discussion of the chances of 
Georgia’s distinguished chief justice of the supreme court of @b- 
taining the President’s nomination to the nation’s supreme tribunal. 

Chief Justice Charles S. Reid enjoys the respect and admiration 
of the state. He and his associates form a court which the bar of the 
state recognizes as the most efficient in the state’s long history. 

He dssuredly has the backing of the state of Georgia, whose 
people are hoping for him that the President will find it opportune 
to appoint a Georgian to the court. 

Mr. Reid would have been proud and happy had he been able 
to hear the many splendid comments which the delegates, of both 
factions, were saying about him and their hopes that he might be 
named. 

It has been many years. since Georgia had a man on the 
supreme court. Georgia would thrill with pride if her own chief 


justice were named to the court.

Mr. Roosevelt and his appointed helpers are preparing a great 
trouble for all of us by their failure to control workers and wages. 

Though they know the war cannot be won without complete 
control and efficient use of all our resources, they still lack the 
courage to disturb the “rights” of workers. They still grant work- 
ers special privileges that are denied to soldiers. 

If you consider this carping and destructive criticism, rather 
than simple statements of fact, consider what is happening in 
almost every small town where a government building project is 
located. 

The fate of one small town in the west is typical. The con- 
tractors there worked on a cost-plus basis. Since they were paid 
a percentage of the total cost, they naturally made no effort to 
keep costs down. And since they were required to finish the job 
in a given time, they naturally employed all available workers re- 
Leon of local wage standards. They bid high to get what they 
needed. 

The result was a bonanza for working men, skilled and un- 
skilled. Carpenters were paid $12 and $15 a day, electricians as 
much as $30 a day. 

You can imagine the result in town, where nobody could hire 
a helper at a price he could pay, and all prices, despite theoe 
retical controls, climbed to match the high wages. 

But the tragedy was out in the country. The farmers were 
desperate, for their crops were wasting. They offered $7 and $9 
a day for harvesters, but none could be found. The crops are 
wasting in the field, or being plowed under as fertilizer. 

What has happened there has happened and is happening in 
many places. Crops worth millions are already lost. As the beet 
crop is plowed under, we are losing sugar at the rate of 25,000,000 
pounds a week. Three-fourths of our long-staple cotton, almost 
as vital as silk, will be lost unless some way is found to enlist 
pickers. | 

With war factories paying inflation wages, and workers free 
7 go where they will, our whole agricultural system is in danger 
of collapse. We boast of our enormous crops, but they were meas- 
ured in the field—not in the bin or warehouse. 

If we had tried to devise a scheme to hurt ourselves, we could 
= have done better than our. present system—or lack of 
system. 

We have got to assess and organize our man power, and use it 
where it can serve best, regardless of all other considerations. If 
we fail in this, we fail in all.

CHICAGO, Ill., Wednesday.— Monday evening in Seattle I 
spoke at a meeting sponsored by the Women’s War Savings League. 
in Seattle and throughout the state they are attempting to obtain 
a- very large membership in this league. Every 
member promises to save all he can and to put 
in war savings bonds and stamps at least 10, 
per cent of the family income. 

Mrs. Langlie, the Governor’s wife, was pres- 
ent and handed me a membership in the league. 
I liked Miss Marie Young, who is doing the 
organization work. ILI«hope they will be very 
successful in this state, especially since my 
daughter has taken the honorary chairmanship. 
I often find, and her experience seems to be 
similar to mine, that honorary chairmanships 
are usually honorary only in name. You have 

SERIO to work, and work hard, if the enterprise is 
one in which you are interested and really want to see succeed. 

Yesterday morning, in Seattle, we took my three-year-old 
grandson, Johnny Boettiger, to nursery school. It was only his 
second day, but he seemed to have completely settled down. This 
school is organized.on a co-operative basis. The fathers have made 
most of the equipment and the mothers are taking turns helping 
teacher. Johnny seemed quite happy and did not even bother 

to say good-bye to us. 

I left Seattle in the afternoon and was seen off by the entire 

mily. I felt sad, as I always do, to say good-bye, but was very 
grateful for the happy days we had together. These are times in 

which one feels one must cherish every opportunity to see those 
one loves and to be happy with them. 

On this trip I have managed, while traveling, to do quite a 
little reading. A very charming book came to me just before I 
left, called “Little Sister Su,” a Chinese folk tale translated by 
Madame Chiang Kai-shek. The illustrations are delightfully done. 

Folk tales, I suppose, always have a moral. This one ends when 
the prospective bridegroom is challenged by his lady fair to write 
the second line of a couplet. The first line she wrote as “Closing 
door, shut out moon from windows.” Aided by his father-in-law, 
the young man finally wrote, “Throwing stone, open up sky in 
waters.” Thereby he wins his wife, perhaps because -it is better 
to open up the sky than to shut out the moon. 

Perhaps the underlying moral is that every woman likes to prove 
that her husband is a little better or cleverer or wiser than she. 
This lady fair was found to test her man until she was sure of his 
ability, even where she thought herself supreme. 

There is an interesting diary written by Alice Brady, called 
“Children Under Fire.” In this she rescounts her experiences on a 
number of crossings from England to this country with children 
who were to find homes here for the duration of the war. Many 
of them were under the care of the United States Committee for 
the Care of European Children. Anyone not familiar with the prab-

HOLLYWOOD, Oct. 8.—Come 
November 22 and Hollywood once 
again will become the place 
where the movie stars live. 

On that date, or thereabouts, the 
government’s wartime rationing of 
Zasoline as a tire-saving weapon 
becomes effective. And no com- 
munity in the nation will be so 
drastically affected by the order. 

From Malibu, Brentwood, Santa 
Monica, the San Fernando Valley 
and other distant points—some 
have been driving 50 miles to and 
from their studios—the screen 
toilers are frantically on the move. 
They are heading “close-in” so 
they can walk, pedal a bike or 
share-a-ride to the scene of their 
picture-making labors. 

Today, as a result of this con- 
certed moving by Hollywood's ap- 
proximately 26,000 workers, there 
is a “no vacancy” sign on practi- 
cally every available apartment 
within a couple of miles of each 
major studio. Bungalows, houses, 
hotels, also are filling up, with a 
long, waiting list for many. Rents, 
however, are comparatively rea- 


sonable because of the government | 


ceiling. 

Thus comes to an end a 25-year 
cycle that has witnessed the mov- 
ie folks buying lots 
and farther from 
their studios so they could have 
more room and more peace and 
quiet. 

Shortly thereafter, during the 
first World War, Hollywood Boule- 
vard and Vine street became the 
official crossroad of filmland. Ev- 
ery name, big and little, would 
turn up during the day at one of 
the four corners for a bit of film 
news. Deals were made on the 
curb, producers did their own 
casting from the passersby, and 
business went on as usual under 
the California sky. 

Actual film production took 
place only a few bloks away at 
Sunset and Gower streets. The 
original studio was the Christie, 
home of the comedies, and the lo- 
cation was a landmark that has 
always been associated with film- 
making. Independent producers, 
ensconced in cubby holes, came out 
into the sunshine every so often 
for a quick picture, and eventually 
the neighborhood was tagged Pov- 
erty row. 

Not far away, running along 
Gower street, Columbia steadily 
was developing into a major film 
plant. RKO then was FBO and 
was a mile or less down Gower 
street. Paramount was just around 
the corner on Vine between Sun- 
set and Hollywood. In the other 
direction, down Sunset, several 
blocks from Columbia, Fox built a 
studio. It was within this area

Not content to mix with the 
studio workers who had built 
small homes in the shadow of the 
valley studios, top stars like Al 
Jolson went in for large, rambling 
estates 15 miles down the road in 
Encino, 

Then, what made so many film 
workers move out the other way, 
into Beverly Hills and toward the 
Beach? Studios and more studios 
were the reason. Metro-Goldwyn- 
}.ayer was near enough to Beverly 
Hills for comfort, and not far 
away was the Hal Roach and Selz- 
nick lots. And when Fox merged 
with Twentieth Century and a 
new studio was built, the location 
selected was Midway between Bev- 
erly Hills and M-G-M’s Culver 
City. It was inevitable that new 
residential developments should 
spring up out that way—and over- 
night. 

With the war, tire shortage and 
now gasoline rationing the big and 
little people—some 15,000, it is 
estimated—are flocking back to 


‘the shadow of their own studios. 


At least they’re trying desperately 
to do so. 

The idea’s a good one—buf, as 
we’ve mentioned before, there's a 
“no vacancy” sign on every piece 
of rental property in Hollywood. 
The town so ruthlessly deserted 
its workers is now about to 
have the last laugh—after 25 
years.
